The current year is one which is rousing acute 
anxiety to those who view the national scene. The 
focal point 6f anxiety is eastern Canada where floods 
and rainfall have inundated farm lands, preventing 
normal sowing of crops. There will be greater call 
than for many years on the feed resources of the 
prairies in order to maintain the livestock population 
of the east. The prairies are in relatively favorable 
position, although considerably later in crop advance 
than for some years. 

The situation across the Dominion this year em¬ 
phasizes the inter-dependence of farm areas upon 
each other. The produce of the west will be needed 
to augment farm supplies of the east in order that 
commitments in butter, poultry and meat can be 
maintained. Each farm section of Canada has spec¬ 
ial crops in which it excels, and each is dependent 
upon production in another area. Farm interests are 
one and indivisible whether they be fruit growing in 
B.C., grain growing on the prairies, or livestodc ana 
dairy output of the east. 

Agriculture is the basic industry of this country, 
meriting a salute from all other industries, and from 
those in every walk of life. Canada’s place in world 
trade is established largely on agriculture, and the 
food needs of many a country are supplied from the 
labor and faith of the farm population of this Do¬ 
minion. All elements of industry in Canada are in¬ 
terwoven with agriculture and dependent for their 
prosperity on what is happening on the land. 

In saluting agriculture ami the farmers of Can¬ 
ada, the people of this country are honoring the most 
substantial and permanent element of the popula¬ 
tion. They sow the seed, reap the harvests, feed the 
stock by which mankind lives.

People in High River have been 
complaining about the backward 
spring here, but when Senator Ri¬ 
ley came west about May 20 n*> 
said High River was perfect in 
comparison with country he had 
passed through on his journey. He 
said that there was scarcely a sign 
of spring till he reached Bassano, 
and then things began to look bet¬ 
ter and better till he got to High 
River and here it was just right. 

When he left Ottawa round May 
19 there was scarcely a leaf on a 
tree (and this in a country where 
apple blossoms and lilacs should be 
in full blown by May 24). You had 
to look close at any shrubbery to 
detect any sign of life, and other 
parts of Ontario were said to be 
similarly behind normal. Along tn» 
north shore of Lake Superior snow 
still lay in great drifts and the ice 
hadn’t gone off the lakes.

“Almost every type of electrical 
equipment is in prospect, particu¬ 
larly where rural power schemes 
are in prospect or promised. Fumi. 
ture also has become a major need. 

“But men who spent some 01 
.their best years in relief camps 
have caution indelibly engraven. 
Farmers too, know the uncertain^ 
of export markets. Such people are 
not going to spend to excess nor 
deplete all their reserves. 

“Another brake on spending is 
the fact that the farmer is incens- 
■ ed at rising costs. He was a great 
supporter of controls. His own in¬ 
come is largely limited by export 
marketing agreements. He feared 
that a relaxation of controls would 
raise the price of everything he 
pad to buy with no compensating 
ircrease in what he had to sell. 
The worst has happened. 

The farmer is squeezed between 
industry’s greed and labor’s de¬ 
mands. His retaliation may be in 
sales resistance, with signs already 
evident. It is predicted that fewer 
higher priced cars will be sold in 
the west than the present volume 
of buying power warrants. 

“Farm buying will present a 
roaring demand for some classes 
of goods, lack of which impose 
handicaps in farm work or living. 
For other classes of goods intend¬ 
ed for farm consumption, desrtCrs 
will have to present lower price 
lists or a higher degree of per¬ 
suasion if the present high level 
of spending is to continue.

Because of smaller number of far¬ 
mers than other 'provinces the av¬ 
erage per farm was 64/136. 

In the three provinces farm debt 
has been reduced 72% since 1937.

Pertinent Topics 

Discussed by H.C. 


What Is known and related 
now of Russian diplomacy is not 
a revelation, and its chief char¬ 
acteristic is not a recent develop¬ 
ment. “He lies like a Russian 
diplomat” was .a common saying 
in Czarist Jays. The only dif¬ 
ference is >n the quality of the 
product. It was more suave ana 
diplomatic then -not- the rough 
uncultured stuff of the proletar¬ 
iat bosses. Bismark discovered 
sixty years ago how to deceive 
those Russian diplomats. It was 
by telling the truth. 

• • • 

It must have been pretty tough 
for the man of blood and iron to 
stoop so low as to tell the truth 
and it must have gone against 
the grain. Generally he knew 
how to appraise an adversary 
and what weapons he should 
choose for combat. He made one 
mistake when- he described Lord 
Salisbury as a lath painted to 
look like iron. The only time 
Salisbury lived up to the descrip¬ 
tion was when he gave up Heli¬ 
goland, but who could have Iom:- 
seen then that it was desired by 
Germany as a base from which to 
assail the donor? 

• • • 

Those who reason with us that 
we strive to understand Russia . 
may mean well, but-if they ask 
us to trust Russia’s rulers they 
had better revise their own un¬ 
derstanding in the light of his- 
tory. In Gzarist days the gov¬ 
ernment of that country was de¬ 
scribe as an autocracy qualifieo 
by assassination. The Czhrs have 
gone (but more ruthless tyrants 
have taken their place but acting 
in the dual capacity of assassins 
and autocrats Kipling knew the 
breed and warned us not to trust 
them. They’ve done nothing 
since to prove him wrong. 
They’ve overlooked nothing to 
prove him right. 

• • • 

Soviet technique is so patent 
that anyone fooled by it de¬ 
serves to be duped. The coup by 
which it bags Hungary, Bulgaria 
and Roumania is followed by an 
offer from Gromyko to accept 
the American proposal of inspec¬ 
tion of atomic plants and weap¬ 
ons, which inspection the Soviets 
had stubbornly resisted. The pro¬ 
posal should be withdrawn with 
the explanation that so many 
things have happened since, to 
destroy American confidence in 
any such acceptance unless they 
first revert to the status quo at 
the time when the American pro¬ 
posal was made. 

• • • 

Another feature of Soviet tech¬ 
nique is displayed in Ambassador 
Zariubin’s complaint that several 
Embassy properties in London 
have been raided apparently by 
spies. This may help explain 
why the Kremlin Wanted Zaru¬ 
bin, who was head of the Rus- 
siafit Embassy at Ottawa when 
the espionage story* broke, to be 
promoted to the higher post in 
London. It would be so nice to 


have him personally forward the 
protest. Of course the raiding 
may have been done by Soviet 
agents. Did not four of them 
break and enter Goushenko’s 

apartment at Ottawa?

This characteristic incident 

may help explain why the Soviets 
promoted Zarubin from Ottawa 
to London but it does not answer 
Solon Low’s inquiry as to why 
he was accepted by London 
without protest from Ottawa.) 

. * * • 

Mr. Coldwejl made an inquiry 
the other day that won’t be an¬ 
swered either. He asked why Mr. 
King who rejected Britain’s re¬ 
quest for air-training schools and 
fields in Canada nine years ago 
shold have so readily accepted a 
similar request when made by 
the United States. 

• • • 

Prime Minister King certainly 
runs in luck. What a piece of 
good fortune it was to have the 
President of the United States 
visiting Ottawa on the very day 
when the P.M. and his party were 
celebrating his twenty years 
service as government leader! 
What a piece of good luck it was 
also to have the Governor-Gener¬ 
al and the President there when, 
his own portrait was being un¬ 
veiled in the parliament build¬ 
ings! One critic accuses him of 
stealing the show, but what coula 
he do about it? He could not well 
shift his anniversary because of 
.the President’s visit. 

• • • 

An American correspondent 
thinks it was in questionable 
taste for the P.M. to recall how 
badly the President’s party was 
beaten in the Congressional elec¬ 
tions last November. But he had 
to do it to' pave the way for this 
bit of solace for the President. 
“I too have had to face situations 
not wholly dissimilar. It may 
serve as a note of encourage¬ 
ment to you when I say I have 
yet to find that such embarras- 
ments are a bar to many years of 
office.”

One of the reasons given by 
-j»ao am joj s^siunmuioQ aqj 
throw of the Hungarian Premier 
was that he had entered into a 
conspiracy to overthrow the gov¬ 
ernment. This is absurd enough 
but Communist leaders can in¬ 
vent and circulate stories still 
more absurd before their de¬ 
votees all over the world will 
show symptoms of skepticism. If 
they had got hold of the Premier 
they could have got him to con¬ 
fess that he actually did conspire 
with others to overthrow his own 
government. .In exile he can af¬ 
ford to deny it, and he does.

Taking Hold 

(Lethbridge Herald) 

One of * thes$ days the farm 
housewife is going to be able to 
look at her city sister without so 
n.uch of envy. Slowly but surely 
science is catching up on the farm 
front and all the gadgets of the 
household which have eased the 
burden of the town housekeeper 
will soon be available in the farm 
home. 

These days in some South Alber¬ 
ta communities, the farm wife gets 
up in the morning, lights the gas 
in the kitchen range, goes to the 
gas refrigerator and finds ail the 
ingredients for breakfast. Hot wa¬ 
ter from a water system provided 
by electricity gushes from the gas- 
Hated water heater, and the elec- 
tiic toaster goes into action. 

The latest innovation is the farm 
gas supply. It comes by the bottled 
gas route. Waste gas, and we hav„ 
had lots of it in Alberta since Tur- ' 
ner Valley oil fields began to a*- 
velop over 30 years ago, is now 
Leing liquefied and put up in metal 
cylinders. The farmer sets up a 
couple of these outside his house, 
instate gas appliances in the kitch¬ 
en and turns on the gas. When one 
cylinder is empty he turns the tap 
on the other and takes the empty 
one to town, turns it in at the ser¬ 
vice station and takes homejenew- - 
cue. It costs a Jut-mrrrkThan coal 
ot_seaotT6ut it saves a lot of back¬ 
breaking work for the farm house¬ 
wife. It will operate an electric 
refrigerator, heat a room by means 
of a small gas heater and keep the 
water in the water tank hot. 

We’re glad to see these happen¬ 
ings oi} the farm home front. 
They’ve been getting the worst of 
it far too long.

Small flies that worry cattle and 
cut deeply into milk ahd beef pro¬ 
duction can now be controlled. J. L. 
Eaglesham, Supervisor of Pest 
Control for the Alberta Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, says that the 
new insecticide DDT spells com¬ 
fort for cattle and doom for flies. 

Officials of the United States 
Bureau of Entomology and Plant 
Quarantine carried out field tests 
with water sprays of DDT and 
their results show almost unbeliev¬ 
able gains of beef. On a Kansas 
ranch they sprayed 601 head of 
beef cattle with DDT and compar¬ 
ed them with untreated cattle. The 
treated cattle (they received three 
treatments during a 60-day test 
period) showed extra gains of 
1202 pounds of beef for each pound 
o * DDT used. A second test pro¬ 
duced 1285, and a third 2306 
pounds of additional beef for each 
pound of DDT. 

Every summer our Alberta cat¬ 
tle suffer severely from blood- 
sicking .flies, and it is reasonable 
to assume that if they were spray¬ 
ed there would be quicker beef 
gains and more milk. This another 
case of greatly increased profits 
ffbm small initial costs. 

Just a word of warning—an oil 
solution of DDT will harm your 
cattle, so be sure to use a water 
solution.

New Wonder 
Drug Looming 

(From High River Times) 

A paper given by Miss V. M. 
Wakefield at a meeting in Gladys, 
outlined some of the results ob¬ 
tained by the new drug streptomy¬ 
cin. It is said that the new wonder 
drug picks up where sulfa and pen¬ 
icillin leave off, opening up a new 
curative field. 

The discoverer Waksman, was 
horn in Russia, coming to this 
country in 1910, and secured his 
Ph. D. from University of Cali¬ 
fornia. «■ 

The first step toward the discov¬ 
ery of this drug came through Dr. 
Dubos of the Rockefeller Institute 
of Medical Research, who sought - 
soil microbe that could combat 
pneumonia and such infections. He 
succeeded and this led research 
men to study the use of another 
soil microbe, the green mold from 
which we now have penicillin. 

These discoveries led Dr. Waks- 
r.ian to believe that other soil mi¬ 
crobes might combat cholera, ty¬ 
phus fever and dysentry . Since the 
amount of soil he could hold on his 
thumb nail might contain 8 million 
different varieties, his task was 
stupendous. He devised techniques 
to simplify his job, and in 1943 
found a soil microbe that seemed 
exceptional. The extract was nam¬ 
ed Streptomycin. It was found tnat 
mice could stand enormous quanti¬ 
ties with no ill effects, and it was 
found to have electric qualities. 
Then 50 researchers of the Merck 
Co. laboratories in New Jersey 
went to work on further study. 

It was given in a burst appendix 
case, top cause of death to soldiers, 
with excellent results. 

It was administered to 66 pa¬ 
tients suffering from urinary tract 
infections, and within tw r o hours 
bacteria began to disappear from 
the urine, with fever then dropping 
to normal and recovery. 

It was then tried by Philadelphia 
doctors oi^ typhoid fever, with fine 
results. 

In successful treatment by tne 
mouth for food poisoning it wan 
found that it is not acted upon r>> 
stomach juices as in penicillin. 

A form of undulant fever, caus¬ 
ed through use of unpasteurized 
milk gave equally proinising re¬ 
sults when treated with strepto¬ 
mycin. The same drug used to 
treat Bangs disease gave remark¬ 
able results. Similar results were 
experienced in use for intestinal 
ailments of pigs, and shipping fev¬ 
er oi cattle. 

Dr. Waksman found the tubercu¬ 
losis microbe extremely* sensitive 
to the drug. It appears to be pow¬ 
erful in attacking t : the cause ot 
middle ear infections and mastoid¬ 
itis. It is effective against whoop¬ 
ing cough, urinary infections, dys¬ 
entry, food poisoning, eye iniev- 
tions. etc. 

Merck and Co. are spending 
more than 3 million to produce tne 
drug. Other companies are follow-’ 
ing in line. A problem is that 
t he microbe is hard to grow and 
as it grows it drops its drug, 
streptomycin into the liquid. Fif¬ 
ty gallons of broth provide only 
enough drug to treat a single ty¬ 
phoid patient for one day, but this 
is being improved upon.

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Prof. Hoving 
1600 Mile Planes 


Success Tumble Bug 
Soil Mover 


The following story appearing 
in the June 4 issue of the Calgary 
Herald, relates to Prof. Albert 
Hoving, inventor-industrialist, who 
has bought \iiid north of High 
River for building a factory. Ac¬ 
cording to the interview with the 
Herald, Mr. Hoving is experiment¬ 
ing on aircraft capable of 16,000 
miles an hour. 

This is the Herald story—• 

“A Calgary man reported Tues¬ 
day that he is negotiating with 
War Assets Corporation for the 
purchase of J7 Lancaster bombers 
from Penhold for experiments, 
which if successful, would see the 
development of a radical type of 
a:rcraft of his own design which 
he claims would fly at 1,500 mile6 
an hour. 

“Albert Hoving, local industrial¬ 
ist and inventor, will tear the 
lanes down, make unorthodox 
structural changes, and perhaps 
rdd radical engines of his own de¬ 
sign in an effort to reach superson¬ 
ic speeds. 

“ ‘The speed will be possible,’ ne 
told The Hjrald, 'because the 
plane will have no wings.’ 

“Mr. Hoving said that since the 
main factor preventing supersonic 
speeds to date was the hammering 
turbulence' of air on the wings of 
an aircraft approaching the speed 
of sound, he intended to eliminate 
the wings and any similarity be¬ 
tween the shape of the fuselage 
and the wing. 

“The Hoving plans would be es¬ 
sentially a helicopter. Although 
helicopters at present have at the 
most only two engines, the Calgary 
inventor’s machine would have 
four. The engines would be mount¬ 
ed, t,wo on each side of the body, 
at the front and back of the air¬ 
craft. Propellers on opposite sides 
of the fuselage would rotate in op¬ 
posite directions. 

“The conventional I^ancaster fuse 
lage will be rebuilt with a flat roor 
This will spoil any airfoil effect of 
the fuselage. 

“Stubby wings will be built inty 
the aircraft for stabilization, but 
they will have no lifting powers. 
When not. in use they will telescope 
ihto the body. 

“Although the plane could be 
used for military purposes its de¬ 
signer intends .it strictly for car¬ 
go use. It will be built to operate 
most efficiently at its super-sonic 
speed at an altitude of about 12,- 
000 feet. 

“The construction will begin in 
a large plant which Mr. Hoving 
will build at High River. He has 
purchased a large tract of land 
there which will be used for the 
plant, houses and landing field. 
Large quantities of material and 
building from the former air force 
station at Vulcan will also be 
bought for tha scheme.

The Red Cross is continuing the 
blood donor service carried on dur : 
ing the war, this time for civilian 
r.teds. It will be conducted on 
lines somewhat similar to those 
which proved satisfactory during 
the war. There will be mobile clin¬ 
ics'. in operation with donors from 
every community informed on date 
of arrival. 

This National Blood Transfusion 
Service is said to be one of the 
greatest life-saving. projects of 
peace time -ever undertaken by the 
Ked Cross. Itiis the Red Cross aim 
to ensure that no one in Canada 
need die for want of a blood trans¬ 
fusion. 

. The plan involved establishing a 
nationwide service of blood collec- 
tun from voluntary donors. The 
sole requirement is that the hos¬ 
pital will use this blood for trans¬ 
fusions free with no charge to any 
patient needing it. Ultimately it is 
hoped to furnish every doctor with 
emergency supplies of dried plas- 
n.a. 

Adequate facilities will mean the 
saving of many lives affected with 
many types of ailments. 

Initial outlay of $1,000,000 is in¬ 
volved in this plan. When in full 
operation in all hospitals it will 
cost between $750,000 and $1,000,- 
000 yearly to maintain. It will be 
set up in one province at a time 
till the whole country is covered. 

Arrangements in respect to col¬ 
lection of blood from volunteer 
donors will bo the work of local 
branches of the Red Cross. The 
mobile teams o? doctors and nurs¬ 
es will move from town to town. 
Individual donors will not be asked 
to give blood more than two- or 
three times a year.
